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Why does Clatsop County need a new community college campus? 
The residents of Clatsop County need and deserve educational opportunity and the facilities necessary 
to support that opportunity for the next 50 years and beyond. 

e Our current facilities date back to 1908 and their continuing degradation has now brought us to an 

impasse: adaptation of our current facilities is no longer an effective or prudent strategy for meeting our 

students’ needs. 

e Recent citations by the Northwest Commission of Colleges and Universities (our regional accrediting 

agency) as well as by our State’s own Civil Rights Review Team have confirmed that our facilities are 

woefully and irreparably inadequate in their ability to serve the diverse needs of the current students as 

well as those we need to serve in the future. 

e Clatsop Community College has been providing post-secondary education to the people of Clatsop County for 

nearly 50 years, and needs to be able to continue to do so in the future. 

e Approximately 14% of Clatsop County’s college-age residents (ages 15 — 85) enroll in Clatsop Community 

College classes each year. 

25% of Clatsop County’s high school graduates enroll at Clatsop Community College in the fall quarter following 

high school graduation and that number is rising. 


What has been the process for locating a replacement campus site? 

It has been a very deliberate, step-by-step process, utilizing information from previous site re- 

view activities and guided by a specific set of principles and criteria established by the College 

Board in July 2004. 
e In 2004 the Board authorized the President, with the assistance of Board members Rosemary Baker- 
Monaghan and Frank Satterwhite, to investigate potential campus options. At the same time the Board also estab- 
lished a specific set of guiding principles and criteria for them to use when reviewing sites. (Available at 
www.clatsopcc.edu/campus.) 
e A number of potential sites were reviewed and eventually two primary sites emerged: John Warren Field and 
the surrounding area in Astoria, and a site just east of the Skipanon River in Warrenton. 
After further review of both sites, including a brief feasibility study of the Warrenton site, the Board directed the 
President to focus on the John Warren Field location, which led to a series of intense, collaborative discussions 
with Columbia Memorial Hospital, Astoria Schoo] District, and the City of Astoria about the best use of that loca- 
tion for the county’s needs. Those discussions concluded with all parties recommending that the College proceed 
with more in-depth analysis of the John Warren Field as a potential campus site. 





What has the College Board decided and what has the College done so far? 
The College Board decided unanimously to authorize the President to proceed with feasibility analysis 
and plan development for the John Warren Field and surrounding areas as a campus location and to 
hire professional services necessary to conduct this analysis. 
This analysis and planning process is designed to provide the Administration and Board with a fuller understand- 
ing of this property as a site for a new campus, thereby providing the Administration and Board the critical infor- 
mation necessary for future decisions and steps toward the completion of a new campus for the county. 
The College has begun to take steps in the feasibility and plan development process 
¢ SRG Partnership, Inc., with offices in Portland and Seattle, has been selected by the Board to provide the col- 
lege with project feasibility and planning services. SRG will begin its work with the College in early May. 
¢ Howard Clarke, of Clarke & Associates, has been hired to provide some man 
ning and feasibility phase of the project. 
The College has formed a Campus Design Committee to work with SRG 


agement services for this plan- 


in determining feasibility and 


developing site plans. Membership and “Charge” for this committee can be viewed on the College’s Page 13 
website at www .clatsopec.edu/future. 


Why has the John Warren Field location emerged as the College’s primary 
site? 
The site selection principles and criteria emphasized educational and economic partnerships that would 
make it possible for the college to offer enhanced educational opportunities for the people of Clatsop 
County in the most efficient and effective manner. On the basis of the information we have to date, the 
John Warren Field area best meets these criteria. 
e The John Warren Field site affords the college density of economic activity, proximity to educational and 
community service partners such as the Aquatic Center, Columbia Memorial Hospital, OSU Seafood Research 
and Consumer Center, Liberty Theatre, Columbia River Maritime Museum, and Clatsop County Heritage Mu- 
seum, and joint City-College Library development possibilities. 
e The John Warren Field site also keeps the college closer in proximity to the college’s MERTS/IMTC campus 
and to the college’s Performing Arts Center (PAC), making it possible for the college to make more interactive 
and productive use of these existing locations. 
Specifically, the benefits afforded the College by being located at this sight may include: 
Infrastructure and other support development resources via the Astor East Urban Renewal District 
(in which this site is located) 
Construction and operational resources for a joint Astoria City-College Library 
Programmatic and facilities resources through partnership with, and physical proximity to, the 
Astoria Aquatic Center 
Shared parking resources with City of Astoria and other area neighbors 
Programmatic and other resource partnerships with Columbia Memorial Hospital, OSU Seafood 
Research and Consumer Center, Liberty Theatre, Columbia River Maritime Museum, and 
Clatsop County Heritage Museum. 
Utilization of classroom/lecture space available at Coming Attractions Cinema 


Is the John Warren Field location really big enough for now and in the future? 
What about parking? And traffic? 


The feasibility analysis that the Board has authorized will address the question of how a campus can be 
designed in this location to meet both current and anticipated needs, including the need for sufficient 
parking. 
e The College and SRG recognize the importance of these questions and are already working to find good an- 
swers. Efficient design and space utilization will be a key component in addressing these issues, as will coordina- 
tion and sharing of some facilities and services with educational and community service partners 
The College has initiated conversations with Sunset Empire Transit to learn how public transit service can help in 
providing efficient and affordable bus service to and from the new campus 


What will happen to the High School football field? 
The City of Astoria and Astoria School District are working together with the college to identify and 
develop a new football field for the high school, should the John Warren Field be the site of the new 
campus. 
Developing replacement facilities for the Astoria It is important to note that the college WILL NOT be building 
the new football field for Astoria Schools. Instead, the School District is an essential part of this project and the 
District and Clatsop Community College together are committed to making certain that the facilities needs of both 
of the important educational entities are met. While it is important to note that the College itself will not be using 
the new football field and other facilities for Astoria Schools, proceeds from the sale of District property to the 
College will enable the District, in partnership with the City of Astoria, to development of these facilities. 
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~ How will a new campus be paid for? 
Because of effective collaborations and partnerships, we anticipate being able to build this new college 
campus for the people of Clatsop County, estimated cost to be around $60 Million, with about $20 Mil- 
lion in Clatsop County taxpayer investment. A 
Because of the collaborative approach by which the selection process has proceeded, there are several anticipated 
financial partners whose contributions will substantially reduce the financial investment needed from the citizens 
of Clatsop County. These anticipated financial partners include the City of Astoria/Astor East Urban Renewal 
District, and the State of Oregon. Other possible partners include Portland State University, OSU Extension and 
Consumer Center, and Columbia Memorial Hospital. 
Because of the partnerships inherent in this site, the cost of building a campus that provides enhanced educa- 
tional opportunities will be reduced through existing facilities sharing, shared facilities development, and 
infrastructure development via the Astor East Urban Renewal District, in which this site is located. 


What will happen to the existing Jerome Avenue Campus? 
While specific plans have not yet been developed, the college is committed to ensuring that the existing 
campus is put to productive and positive use. As plans develop, these will be shared with the commu- 


nity.
